We Americans forget it was we 
who first placed on this earth 
the experiment in popular gov- 
ernment, individual freedom, and, 
finally, public education. All ed- 
ucation, as history shows, is 
bound to be a revolutionary force. 
It is the rapid advance of educa- 
tion in Russia which contributed 
most to the need to degrade 
Stalin, to remove his mummy

Mr. Coombs said: “As we pon-

MOSCOW (#—President John F. Kennedy, assuring the Russian 
people that nobody is going to invade the Soviet Union, declared 
that the basic threat to world peace lies in efforts to communize 


the world. 


In an unprecedented interview 
spread across 10 columns of the 
Soviet government paper Izvestia 
Tuesday, the U.S. chief said: 


“If the Soviet Union were mere- 
ly seeking to protect its own na- 
tional interests, to protect its own 
national security, and would per- 
mit other countries to live as they 
wish—to live in peace—then I be- 
lieve that the problems which now 
cause so much tension would fade 
away. 


“The Soviet Union is a mighty 
military power,” he said. 


“It has great nuclear strength. 
It has rockets, airplanes, a great 
number of divisions. Other coun- 
tries are associated with it. No- 
body would ever again invade the 
Soviet Union. There is no such 
military force which would: be 
able to do it. The question is to 
sign an agreement which will in- 
sure recognition of our interests 
as well as yours, and this is un- 
doubtedly within our power.” 


Those were fresh words to be 
heard in the Soviet Union, so used 
to hearing mostly the Soviet side 
alone. What is more, the words 
were printed in the official gov- 
ernment paper. It has four mil- 
lion circulation, with at least a 
few copies reaching every town 
and hamlet in the country.

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Governor and Legislators Make Peace 


And the Taxpayer of Georgia Wins 


For too long the state has handled the 
taxpayer's money loosely. 

That became clear in the budget fight 
this year between governor and legisla- 
ture. Some heads of state departments 
were not even sure what they had 
budgeted or why. 

The fight ended in outrage and bad 
blood, with the legislature trying to strip 
the governor of his money powers and 
the governor whipcracking the legislative 
lions back onto their stools, growling. 


But intelligent men in both the execu- 
tive and legislative branches led the 
legions in that fight: the ferocity of com- 
bat simply taxed their tempers. Since 
then, peace has set in. 

Both sides recognized the need to 
treat the tax dollar with a little more care, 
and to strike a reasonable balance be- 
tween executive and legislative money 
powers. The governor now is too much 
the dictator. 

So it is good news indeed for the 
Georgia taxpayer that a Legislative 
Budget Study Committee has proposed, 
and Gov. Ernest Vandiver has endorsed, 
@ compromise plan that will vastly im- 
prove the state’s fiscal operations. In gen- 
eral form the plan is good, though some 
questions remain.

Its proposal to scrap the “contingency” 
section of the budget would take away 
from the governor his wide-ranging op- 
tion over how to spend the near $50-mil- 
lion surplus and give the legislature 
a clearer voice in its appropriation. 


A budget bureau would systematize 
budget making and improve research. 


A lid would be placed on the amount 
of money available in an emergency fund 
for the governor to spend and such a lid 
is needed. But on this point a question 
still exists. The committee suggests the 
legislature set a “specific amount” for 
this fund. Doesn’t this mean the legisla- 
ture could cut off the governor with the 
specific amount of zero? Shouldn’t the 
governor at least be assured of a mini- 
mum amount? The effort to curb the 
excess spending power of the governor 
should not lead the legislature into re- 
serving the right to empty his pockets of 
a reasonable operating fund. 


On the whole, though, the legislative 
committee has proposed a new deal for 
the Georgia taxpayer. The governor has 
reacted cooperatively. And the next leg- 
islature has a constructive blueprint for 


building fiscal responsibility into the 
government,

Break in Iron Curtain 


At Least Lends Hope 


In another of its puzzling contra- 
dictions, the Soviet Union has permitted 
publication in full of an interview. with 
President Kennedy in the government 
newspaper Izvestia. This development 
could mean almost anything but for us 
immediately it means that for the first 
time the U.S. official point of view is 
reaching the Soviet people without cen- 
sorship or alterations. 


The latter within itself is an encour- 
aging step forward. It breaks down for a 
moment the iron curtain of communica- 
tions between the people of Russia and 
the United States. It makes possible an 
easier approach between officials of the 
two countries and if it indicates sincerity 
on the part of Khrushchev, whose son-in- 
law conducted the interview, forms a 
basis for productive negotiations. 


The President opened the door wide 
for such negotiations, even hinting at a 
non-aggression pact between the East and 
West. 


Before becoming too hopeful, however, 
it should not be overlooked that the in- 
terviewer denied the President's charge 
that the chief threat to peace was Soviet 
efforts to communize the world. This de- 
nies Khrushchev’s own words, the Com- 
munist Party program and what is oc- 
curring in Berlin, in Laos and elsewhere. 


Interpreting this action will keep the 
diplomats busy for months. Encouraging 
though it may be, experience of the past 
indicates we must be wary. Remember

Year after year Georgia has ranked 
near the bottom in the percentage of 
nominees who have qualified and been 
admitted.

But he doggedly charged three per cent interest to most banks 
which enjoyed deposits of idle funds from the Highway Department, 


of which he was treasurer. 


He believed Gov. Vandiver and the legislature meant what they 
said when they authorized state departments to quit letting banks use 
the taxpayer’s money free. In effect, the banks had been loaning 
a citizen his own money at six per cent. 

If the banks got a state deposit from Mr. Odom thereafter, they 
generally had to fork over three per cent for the privilege of using it.

Your earnings of interest from- Mr. Odom’s deposits were ap- 
proaching a million dollars a year when, at 49, he died, a troubled 


man.

WASHINGTON—The ‘“‘young’’ President Ken- 
nedy of whom we all used to speak and write so 
much is not really here anymore.

is just President Kennedy, without any qualifying sain Ten 
months in office have so thoroughly taken away the once strong 
impression of youthfulness that you hardly stop to think of the Presi- 


dent’s age, one way or another. 
In any White House meeting 


now he is simply one of those 
there; no longer looked upon as 
that extraordinarily young fellew 
standing there. 


This fact was 
most strikingly borne in upon on- 
lookers in the President’s recent 
conferences here with the 85-year- 
old Chancellor Adenauer. 

The past habit had been to 
make many mental contrasts be- 
tween such aged visitors as this 
and the 44-year-old American 
head of state who had seemed, 
only last year in the campaign, 
so boyish, both in appearance and 
in style. 

Now, as Adenauer’s head was 
bent toward Kennedy’s head at a 
White House luncheon, there 
seemed nothing specially odd in 
the scene. It was now simply a 
scene in which two powerful men 
were pleasantly but determinedly 
grappling with each other, as they 
sought first to define and then to 
merge their individual views on 
high Western policy in the cold 
war. You just don’t think any- 
more of Kennedy: “How young 
he looks.” 

It is, of course, an old cliche 
that the terrible burdens of lead- 
ing this nation will age any man 
very quickly, so that one year in

office may seem to have the 
effects of five. 

This inevitable process has 
been at work on Mr. Kennedy; 
but much gaote than this has put 
the furrows of full maturity into 
his face and even changed the 
slope of his shoulders. Looking 
back upon his ten months, it is 
easy to recall now that the great 
change began to occur in the very 
morning after the lost patriots’ 
invasion of Cuba last April. 

Overnight an old jauntiness left 
the President and left forever.

This One Stumps 
Best of the Experts 


Since a recent piece here on the legal puz- 
zler posed by sit-ins raised considerable in- 
terest, I offer forthwith two opinions picked up 


during a recent trip to that outpost of the New Frontier, Harvard 


University: 


A—There is “no question’’ but what the Supreme Court will rule 
that restaurants and other business places are state-licensed rather 


than purely 

Z — The court might very well 
hold that state trespass laws are 
indeed valid and that merchants 
can bar any prospective customer 
at will, even under an obvious pat- 
tern of racial discrimination. 


These opinions are so divergent 
that they really don’t help much 
in making an educated guess 
about the eventual outcome. 


They are offered merely to show 
that even among liberal experts, 
who all would like to see a de- 
segregation ruling, there is no 
unanimous certainty. The court, 
it might be surmised, is going to 
have no easy time deciding this 
one. 

To confuse the issue further, 
1 might add that a very liberal 
magazine editor in New York de- 
scribes himself as concerned over 
the question of “how far the court 
will go” in passing on private re- 
lationships. 


For instance, he asked, will the 
court some day hold that a group 
of individuals with like interests,

‘private’ and therefore must drop all racial barriers. 


who have formed a small club, 
must accept some vaguely poten- 
tial member who claims he is 
barred on racial grounds? 

If I may offer some unsought 
and doubtless unwanted advice to 
those opposed to a blanket de- 
segregation order, I would sug- 
gest that they adopt the tactics 
of the opposition and make a so- 
ciologieal argument. 

That is, argue that because of 
existing racial antagonisms—con- 
ditions beyond their control—im- 
mediate desegregation would re- 
sult in loss of business and thus 
loss of property. That argument 
might get farther than’ another 
appeal for “states rights.” 

Eventually, the decision prob- 
ably will turn on the question of 
whether stores’ segregation poli- 
cies are “‘state action” because 
states license therm to do business. 

If the court so holds, then the 
los -s-of-business argument may 
fall like interposition. But it does 
seem to be the most substantial 
argument which could be raised.

U.N. Probers

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — A 
U.N. inquiry committee said 
Wednesday the situation in Portu- 
guese Angola continues to dete- 
riorate and only drastic reforms 
will end the conflict. 

The five-nation panel eriticized 
as “‘too limited” the improve- 
ments made by Portugal in laws 
and administration since a rebel-

The report urged basic changes, 
including a plan for eventual self- 
government. It advised Portugal 
to contact Angolan political groups 
that have functioned in spite of 
efforts to suppress them.

A salary of $2,000 would be paid, 
along with $30 expenses for each 
day the Legisiature is in session. 
During a normal 40-day session, 
that woukd amount to $1,200. 


The bill would provide for the 
payment of actual expenses while 
legislators meet on interim com- 
mittee assignments, but 
eliminate the $20 per day they 
now receive. 


Underlying the attempt to 
change the legisiative pay scale 
is the fact that some 66 interim 
committees were created this 
year, and they have cost the state 
@ large amount in pay. 


“It would cost the state less 
than it is costing now or will cost 
in the future” to change to a sal- 
ary system, Hamilton said. 


Rather than receiving a salary 
now, legislators are paid $10 per 
dav for session pay, $40 per day 
during the session for expenses, 
‘and actual expenses and $20 per 
day for committee work.

Is the law identical with sin? 
Of course not. But except through 
law I should never have become 
acquainted with sin. For exam- 
ple, I should never have known 
what it was to covet, if the law 
had not said, “Thou shalt not 
covet.’ Through that command- 
ment sin found its opportunity, 
and produced in me all kinds of 
wrong desires. In the absence 
of law, sin is a dead thing. There 
was a time when, in the absence 
of law, I was fully alive; but 
when the commandment came, 
sin sprang to life and I died. The 
commandment which should have 
led to life proved in my experi- 
ence to lead-to death, because 
sin found its opportunity in the 
commandment, seduced me, and 
through the commandment killed 
me. 


Therefore, the law is in itself 
holy, and the commandment is 
holy and just and good. Are we 
to say then that this good thing 
was the death of me? By no 
means. It was sin that killed me, 
and thereby sin exposed its true 
character: It used a good thing 
to bring about my death, and so, 
through the commandment, sin 
became more sinful than ever. 


SLAVE OF SIN 


We know that the law is spir- 
itual; but I am not: | am un- 
spiritual, the purchased slave of 
sin. I do not even acknowledge 
my own actions as mine, for 


do, but what I detest. But if what 
I do is against my will, it means 
that I agree with the law and 
hold it to be admirable. But as 
things are, it is no longer I who 
perform the action, but sin that 
lodges in me. For I know that 
nothing good lodges in me — in 
my unspiritual nature, | mean— 
for though the will to do good is 
there, the deed is not. The good 
which I want to do, I fail to do; 
but what I do is the wrong which 
is against my will; and if what 
I do is against my will, clearly 
it is no longer I who am the

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Armed Services Committee will 
investigate complaints arising 
frem the call-up of reservists, 
when Congress reconvenes in Jan- 
uary, chairman Richard B. Rus- 
sell said here Tuesday. 


The Georgian, back in Washing- 
ton from a 13-day trip to Central 
America, indicated, however, that 
he did not expect the committee 
to find any scandals. 


There have been increasing 
complaints that reservists with 
prior service were being called 
up ahead of those with none, and 
even louder complaints that the 
reservists called up were finding 
the services had nothing for them 
to do and no equipment for them 
to use. 


CALLED ROUTINE 


Sen. Russell said the investiga- 
tion would be a routine function 
of the committee. 


Russell admitted that the serv- 
ices ‘‘haven’t found slots for all’’ 
the reservists called up since the 
Berlin crisis. But he said he 
thought the services were doing 
a good job, overall, in the mobil- 
ization. ‘““There’s never been a 
time when this country could call 
up this many men (150,000) with- 
out some injustice and some com- 
plaints,”’ he said. 


“I'm surprised there haven't 
been more complaints.”’ 


BOOSTS BOMBERS 


At a press conference Tuesday, 
Russell also repeated his belief 
that the administration was mak- 
ing a mistake in abandoning 
manned bombers. Congress has 
provided funds for more and new- 
er bombers, but the President and 
secretary of Defense have said 
they would not use the money. “I 
see Secretary (Robert) McNa- 
mara’s reasoning on this,’ Rus- 
sell said. ‘I just disagree.” 

Ruséell ‘visited Mexico, Guate- 
mala, Costa Rica and»Panama on 
his tour. He said he saw some 
evidence of Castro's activities 
everywhere but in Guatemala.

Clayton Judicial Circuit, charged 
that the August-term foreman, 
Lamar Beckwith, “did, for an 
ulterior motive, grossly mislead 
other members of the grand jury, 
inducing them to return an un- 
favorable presentment regarding 
the solicitor general.”’ 


In his statement to the new 
jury, Judge Banke said the 
charge against Beckwith was a 
“profoundly serious allegation,” 


“You can readily understand 
that if the members of the grand 
jury were permitted, with im- 
punity, to engage in misconduct, 
violate their oath of office and 
use their high office for ulterior 
motives, the public would quickly 
lose confidence in the grand jury 
system,’’ Judge Banke told the 
panel. 


“Therefore it is absolutely im- 
perative that any such wrongdoer 
be presented to the court in order 
that the integrity of the grand 
jury system may be maintained,”’ 
he said. 


CHARGES JURY 


Judge Banke charged the jury 
to “‘fully examine and investigate 
the charges made by the solicitor 
general.” 


“If such a violation appears,”’ 
Judge Banke told the jury, “you 
will report to the court the name 
of each violator together with 
your grounds assigned in reaching 
that finding.” 


“On the other hand, if you find 
no misconduct or other violation 
on the part of any member of the 
August-term grand jury, you will 
so report that finding to the 
court,”’ he said. 


In the supplemental charge, 
Judge Banks told the jury that 
if advice on the law was needed, 
he would appoint a solicitor gen- 


eral pro tem. 


RECORDS FILING 


In their presentment, the grand 
jury said their investigations ‘‘re- 
vealed an inadequate filing sys- 
tem of records”’ in the solicitor’s 
office. 


The presentment said there was 
a “lack of adequate preparation 
both in presenting the evidence 
for indictments as well as pre- 
senting these indictments for 
trial.” 


“Third we find that the solicitor 
is endeavoring to discharge the 
duties and activities of his office 
and at the same time engage in 
his private practice of law,” the 
presentment read. 


The August-term grand jury 
recommended that the solicitor 
procure an adequate filing sys- 
tem and “devote full time to his 
duties as an elected official.” 


BOUGHT CABINETS 


In his answer to the present- 
ment, Johnson said, he had pur- 
chased two filing cabinets and had 
informed the grand jury while 
they were in session that he 
worked “‘from 50 to 75 hours a 
‘week.”’ 

Johnson said that at one time, 
he had as many as 132 cases on 
the jury calendar in one week. 


“Although by law the solicitor 
general is made the sole advisor 
of the grand jury, your solicitor 
was completely ignored even 
when .many matters of a criminal 
nature were under investigation,” 
Johnson said. 


Johnson pointed out that he had 
asked the commissioners for mon- 
ey to hire two investigators and 
two clerks. He said he was given 
only enough money to hire one in- 
vestigator and one clerk. 


Panel Backs 
Compulsory 
School Law 


A special study group Tuesday 
recommended that Georgia’s com- 
pulsory school attendance law 
remain in effect. 


Rep. Quimby Melton Jr. of 
Spalding County, chairman of a 
subcommittee of the House Edu- 
cation Committee, said his. group 
not only urged that the present 
law not be repealed, but also 
“that it not be weakened.”’ 


Melton’s subcommittee was ap- 
pointed following the last General 
Assembly after bills to repeal the 
attendance law were introduced. 

His subcommittee also recom- 
mended additional study be given 
to strengthening the visiting 
teacher program in Georgia. 


Train Slams Truck,

“The World of 
Billy Graham” 
might have 
: been a more 
penetrating analysis of Billy 
Graham the man, as well as 
Billy Graham the evangelist. 


But as is the case with too 
many television profiles, ‘The 
World of Billy Graham” will 
deal mainly with superficial 
facts in the life of the preacher, 
while at the same time avoiding 
human interest angles that 
might have resulted in a better 
story. 


For the record, Dr. Graham 
had this to say about Sinclair 
Lewis’ novel, “Elmer Gantry,” 
which not long ago was the 
subject of a highly successful 
movie of the same name: 


Jones 


“I ask people (who raise the 
question) to come and study us, 
because everything we have is 
open.”’ 

Dr. Graham said he believes 
that Elmer Gantry was a “‘cari- 
cature of evangelism” a num- 
ber of years ago. “I don’t know 
very much about the type of 
evangelism left in America, 
I’m glad to say,” he said. ““We 
started out 10 or 12 years ago 
to try to undo some of the mis- 
conceptions of the word ‘evange- 
lism,’ to try to lift this word to 
a new high level. I'm glad to 
say now that every denomina- 
tion has its emphasis on evan- 
gelism, which was not true 10 
or 12 years ago. 


“I remember when people 
first started writing me up as 
evangelist Billy Graham, I re- 
sented it. I didn’t want to be 
called an evangelist because I, 
too, thought of Elmer Gantry 
and that type of evangelism. So 
(we wanted) every phase of our 
life to be in the open, and we

tried to lift this word back to 
the original meaning, it’s great 
Biblical concept. And I think at 
least to some extent we have 
succeeded, and if my ministry 
contributed nothing but that, I 
think it would have been worth- 
while.”

IN THE ‘World of Billy Gra- 
ham” television presentation, 
the Graham family will be seen 
driving in the family car. This 
sequence, along with scenes of 
the Grahams on a family picnic, 
will provide a fleeting insight 
into Graham the man. But the 
balance of the program will be 
concerned with Graham in ac- 
tion, appearing with Jack Paar 
on TV, preaching in many parts 
of the world.

Budget Panel’s Plan 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver endorsed a state budget com- 
mittee’s recommendations Tuesday and promised to do 
his share to implement them as rapidly as possible. 


Before Vandiver can act, how- 
ever, the Legislature must ap- 
prove the creation of a budget 
bureau separate from the execu- 
tive department to prepare and 
watch over future state budgets. 

Vandiver pledged to follow the 
recommendations by the Legisla- 
tive Budget Study Committee | 
when it called on him Tuesday as | 
almost the last act in completing 
its report. 

The report, which will be re- 
leased in final form Gaatnenion, 
provides: 

1. That future appropriations 
bills include only actual appropri- 
ations, and that contingent sec- 
tions be eliminated.

_NEW YORK—When Paul Brown, the resident 
genius of the Cleveland Browns, was coaching at Ohio 
State almost two decades ago, his beardless wonders 
of the wartime years were involved in a free-scoring 
game with the still unshaven youths from Illinois. 
They were tied at 26-26 when the Buckeyes went 
through with the final play of the afternoon, a plunge 
that was smothered at the line of scrimmage. 


The happy multitudes cascaded out of the stands and milled 
around the field. The players went to their dressing rooms. Brown 
exchanged amenities with Ray Elliott, his opposite number, and 

headed for the clubhouse. He hardly 

“= had begun to speak to his team when 
; there was a knock on the door. One 
- of the officials stuck in his head. 


“Go away,” said Paul distractedly. 
“We're busy.” 


“Wait a minute,” said the official. 
“The game isn’t over yet. Illinois was 
offside on the last play. You have one 
play left. Get the boys back on the 
field.”’ 


The Ohio Staters, some half 
undressed, made themselves pre- 
sentable and trooped out. Brown 
latched onto John Stungis and 
nominated him for the hero’s role. 
He intended to have Stungis try a 
field goal even though that young 
man had never kicked one in his 
life. 


“There’s nothing to it, John,” said Paul casually. “I never 
missed one.”’ 


“How many did you try?’”’ asked Stungis, a skeptic. 


—Crazy Flight to Victory 
“Oh,” said Paul, smiling reassuringly. ‘I never tried one.” 


The ball snapped back from center to the holder. It was put 
down. The Stungis leg swung and connected. The ball took off in a 
crazy wobble. It stuttered feebly in flight and died—but not until 
its fading strength had carried it over the crosspiece for a field 
goal. Thus did Ohio State beat Illinois, 29 to 26, on a play after the 
game supposedly had ended. 


That weirdie came back to mind when Notre Dame beat Syra- 
cuse on another of those no-time-left endeavors. Joe Perkowski had 
had his attempted 55-yard field goal smothered by the Orange on 
what was presumably the game’s last play. The failure gave 
Syracuse an apparent 15-14 victory. But whistles tooted. 


The overeager upstaters were charged with a foul and 
penalized 15 yards for unnecessary roughness. Perkowski made 
a second try and clicked from the 41. The scoreboard showed 
17 to 15 in favor of Notre Dame, the field goal coming after 
time had run out. 


It now is admitted, however, that the biggest boot of the after- 
noon was not made by Perkowski but by the officials. They flubbed 
it with an erroneous interpretation of the rules, falling through a 
loophole technicality. This booby trap is so well hidden and little 
used that few were aware of its existencé. 


But it now seems that the kicking team forfeits all rights to 
protection, if that kick is the final play of the game. The opposition 
can use meat cleavers and get away with it. On running plays or 
passing plays a foul would be called and the play rérun even after 
the expiration of time. But on a last-ditch kick it’s every man for 
himself. Why? Who knows? 


—Loop Hole That Needs Closing 


The foul made by Walter Sweeney of Syracuse in crashing into 
Perkowski was neither heinous nor malicious. It even came after 
the 55-yarder had failed and hence had no bearing on the result. 
Officials on other occasions have pounced on culprits for less cause. 
So they followed instinct and habit in calling for the penalty which 
led to the successful field goal, obviously unaware of the once-in-a- 
million loophole in the rules. 


The Rev. Edmund C. Joyce, executive vice president at 
Notre Dame, termed this rule ‘“‘illogical and ambiguous’’— 
which it certainly is. And it’s a lot more illogical than it is 
ambiguous. The rules committee should waste no time at its 
next session in making it conform with intelligent accepted 
practice. 


The unfortunate part of it is the fact that the off-the-field 
bickering has rubbed the sheen off what had seemed to be a par- 
ticularly glorious Notre Dame victory. And it makes Syracuse fol- 
lowers grumble in a we-wuz-robbed reaction. So everyone winds 
up unhappy. 


It doesn’t even outrage a sense of justice as was the case when 
Cornell beat Dartmouth, 6 to 3, in 1940. The referee, Red Friesell, 
later admitted that he had erred and had given Cornell an extra 
down, the famous “fifth down’ on which the winning touchdown 
pass was completed. So Cornell magnanimously refused to accept 
the victory and the score reverted to 3-0 in Dartmouth’s favor. 


The Notre Dame-Syracuse incident is entirely different although 
it has aroused violent controversy. Some feel that Notre Dame 
should reject the victory and just as many feel that the Irish are 
entitled to go with the on-the-field accomplishment because the 
spirit of the rules, if not the technicality, justify it. No one will be 
completely satisfied.
